Dear Mr. Newman: 

You asked for this so you will have to yell 
quits when you have had enough, but when you get m.e started on 
Colonial and Continental Currency, you have my weak spot, and 
^i^^fortunetly there are so few sincere collectors of this series 
at/^nresent time that I welcome each newcomer with open arms. 

Back about ten years ago, there were eight or ten of us actively 
collecting the little brown bills. Yith Henry Chapman, the dealer 
and dean of the series, Jim Clark, O.T.^-'ason, John Richardson, 

Dr. Broady, Morgan Stafford, and a few others who collected in 
a smaller way. One of us was always turning up something new to 
writ^to the others about. Probably we ran prices up on each 
othei%auction but on the whole, v/e were all talking the same 
language, studying the same history, and trying to get something 
that the other fellow did not have. 

Those days are passed however. I have tr*ed to 
interest new collectors in the series but the majority of col- 
lectors are interested in fillins in dates in a series of punched 
cards or in looking for minor die breaks and varieties in a lot 
of coins which they take out of circulation. 

J say those days are passed but there are still 
a few collectors of the early notes, altho none who are very 
active. Chapman passed away several years ago and his collection, 
which is the finest ever gotten together, is still held by his 
family. The\T last offer to me was 30, 000 . 00, which seemed a 
little high. Jim Clark still has his notes but I doubt if he is 
an active buyer. I purchased the Mason, Broady, Stafford, and my 
choice of the Richardson collections, which leaves m.e without 
competitors but it also causes the dealers to forget the series 
oecause there are so fev>r who collect the notes, so you can see 
why I am so anxious to welcome new collectors of this series. 

Now that that is off my chest. I'll try and get 
down to business. First, I like to poiimd out my personal let- 
ters myself, so once and for all, overlook, typographical errors, 
spelling, punctuation, and gramm.er, for when I get going on this 
thing I only have one speed, and that is high. 


You mention that you have about thre^^undred 
notes. That is a very fine start. There are probably three hun- 
dred more that will be fairly easy to pick up. From then on, the 
going gets harder but more interesting. If you are fortunate 
enough to locate some old collection and acquire it complete, 
you usually can add a few of the early notes to your collection, 
but to get them one at a time from dealers takes forever. 

You say you have a few of the rare notes . Yhen 
yon have the time, I would appreciate a list of them, for I am 
compiling a list of all of the scarce notes that I hear of. Some 
day I still intend to publish a check l:^st of the Colon* al and 
Cont^’nental currency. I have said that for about eight years but ( 

I still intend to do it. I have checked over every major collec- 
tion that I know of in the country and have a record of the notes , 

in their collection, also photostats of most of their rare notes ? 

with permission to publ* sh them. 'l 

Somehow T can’t seem to keep this letter in any 
logical sequence. I start out with a thought and w^nd up wr:^ting 
about something else. I should mention that under separate cover 
I am mailing you IVa notes of various colonies to look over at 
your convenience. i have not bothered to list them for it would 
take me a year to list that many, so I have just checked them 
off my master list and put them in various price groups. As Mrs. 

Freem.an and myself are leaving for Florida next Tuesday, for a 
month, there is no hurry in returning these, however, you send 
them to my office when you are fin* shed. 

There may be duplicates in this lot, for I col- 
lect signatures and consequently acquire quite a few duplicates. 

Some of these notes ar^ere rags, but you will never get them 
much better. I have found that the New Jersey notes are the hard- 
est to get in good condition, especially those before 1776. New 
Hampsh're notes are the rarest, with all due respect to the one 
issue of eight notes of Vermont, with South Carol* na a close 
second. Of course, there are a few issues of all colonies which 
are fairly easy to pick up but most anything before 1775 and 
after 1777, are pretty scarce. Georgia' to me is the most in- 
teresting colony and Pennsylvania to least. The latter also had 
more issues and is the most common of all of the colonies altho ■' 

the signatures of that colony are «« worth collecting. 1 

i 

One other thing, small denomination notes are 
usually the hardest to get in good condition, for they were the 
notes of the common people and were circulated more than the 
higher denominations, altho the higher denomintion notes v.'ere 
issued in much smaller quantities. By checking over old colony 
records I have records of the number of notes of each issue and i 

also the number called in and destroyed, of a number of the col- 

onies. 

Just noticed it is twelve o'clock and you will 
probably be bored to tears reading this, so will sifm off and 
look forward to hearing from you when T get back. Would also like 
a list of your duplicates.

Tfe 
Then on June 1^, 1776, new plates were re-engraved 
for the last six denominations, wh^ le the first four 
were overdated 1776. They were used again in 1773, 
1731, 1733and 1737. 

The 6d of Feb.l^, 1743 was pert of the 
Eighth Bank, 4d, 6d, Is , 7s6d, 5s , 10s , £1, and £7. They 
were overdated and issued again ’ar. 1744, 1745,1766, 
1747,1748. 

The Mar. 18, 1750 issue, known as the 
Ninth Bank, was issued in 7s , 5s , 8s , £1, £7, £4 , £8 , and 
£16. i'ere uJssued again in 1755. 

Comparing these notes with photostats of 
bills that I have examined, I believe all of vour 
notes are genuine, except the North Carolina. 

I am returning under seperatec over jj^our 
duplicates from the Knoth collection, but would like 
to m.ake photostats of your New England notes.

You should envy us living doTm here ri^.t now. It has rained off and 
on for the past ten days, close to twelve inches, and things are just soupy. The 
typewriter inists over nite, books have to be wiped every day they mildew so fast. 
Clothes have to be hung in heated closets, everything you touch dripe, any metal 
other than brass and aluminum i*usts, and one sees Florida at it’s worst. It is 
our first rainy season down here sind frankly, we do not likfe it but they tell us it 
• only lasts about five or six weeks, then we can think of you people up north dig- 
gind yourselves out of the snow or putting ani-freeze in your cars, and Florida is 
wonderful. I keep De-Moist crsytals in my bank vault and safe to try and keep my 
notes from mildewing, but he moisture even gets them there. 

Thanks for sending me the notes. I can use the $5.00 Florida, March 
1,1863. It is better than my own. The others I have except for some of the Con- 
federates and I am not trying to form a complete collection of them. I just want 
the seventy varieties as listed by Chase and I have most of them. Bid on a few at 
Bt^enders sale of last Saturday and should hear from him in a few days. Just sent 
over five hundred Confdadate and Southern State notes to a dealer for an offer, 
mostly varieties which «ere in the collection which I purchased las'Vyear but I am 
only interested in one of ea ch type. How much do you want for the Florida note? 



Can’t make out when the notationC were made, which appeared in yo\ir 
Negotiator. They are interesting but just a little confusing. own copy on looking 
it up was printed in London 1761, so probably is the first edition. I have not 
checked into that. Don’t remember what it cost me but think I bought it from Good- 
speeds, In Boston. Just got a copy of, ”A Discourse Concerning the Currencies of 
the British Plantations in America," by William Douglass, printed in Boston in 1760. 
I have duplicates fff a couple of esirly pamphlets on Clonial Currency and if you are 
interested I will 4ig theimp and do some swapping. 


As for Jarvis on New York notes, you must have been talking to Damon 
Cf Douglass, for I believe it is he who is after that signature. I have no record of 
Jarvis evem signing New York notes and believe he is on the wrong track. 


As for shells, I can not help your ftiend on a sea biscuit, unless he 
is after small dried specimens. Those we have hundreds of. You see, the so called 
Sea Biscuit is really the skeleton or shell of a spiney sea urchin, with the spines 
worn off. There are Vundreds of varieties, the only type which we get around Day- 
tond<.run about two inches in diameter, and the recent storms have washed hundreds 
of them up on the beaches. Further south the^grow to be four and five inches in 
diameter. If that is>hat he wants I can send you all the small specimens you care 
for tiaEX but they are very fragil and not too much color. As for shells, we have 
unpacked ours as yet, been too busy, but ..hen and if we ever get around to doing so, 
will be glad to send you some for your friend. 




Now for the Florida items in Johnson’s estate. I would like to see 
them on approval and if the prices are right, probably can use both of them. Does 
the estate contain any nice Roman or Greek stuff or nice Colonial 6oins? If yo, 
give some idea what you still have for I may be able to use them for a couple of 
friends down here.

Your good letter of the 15th. received together with the three Spanish 
American pieces. I believe I am going to keep all three of them but have taken the 
liberty of sending them to a friend of mine in New York, who is quite an authority 
on that type of material, for more information on them. The Florida pieces are not 
mentioned in Heiss and I would like to know a little about the history of the piecess. 
I had in ni^^'Athe corainon 1/24 Real piece, struck for Spain, v/hen I first wrote you 
but am pleased no end with these two pieces. 

As for the Sea Biscuits, Mrs. Freeman threw out the lot which she gathered 
a few weeks ago but as soon as we get a little blow and some more are washed in, I 
will mail you some of them, meanwhile we hope to get down aro'ond Palm Beach in the 
near future and will pick up a nice specimen of the large ones from a friend of ours 
down there who deals in shells. If your friend collects shells of the west coast, we 
will be gldd to send him a lot of east coast shells in exchange for westcoset shells. 

Our local collector who is after Colonial coins will not be in tovna for a 
few weeks but as soon as I see him v/ill find out just which Colonials jthe is after 
and let you know. 

Am enclosing n^r duplicate New York notes and the Continentals of May. 20, 
1777. You know of course that they are rare, in fact I think they are just as rare 
as the Yorktovnas. Unwisely I made that remark to Wayte Raymond several years ago and 
he immeadiatly doubled the price of them in his lists. Some day 1*11 learn to keep 
mj' big mouth shut.

Received your letter and the notes some tijje last week but have just got- 
ten around to checking them over. ^ find your figiares ^nd the notes check 
with mine and all v€ my notes are accounted for. Now for n^r side of the 
story. 

I like your first offer of one of the 1754 issue New Hampshire notes much 
better than the lot of duplicates v/hich you offered. have at present 
some five hundred duplicates which I am trying desperatly to get rid of, 
for I am not a dealer, so to add any more d\olpi cates would not help out 
a bit. If could salvage three or four notes out of the lot which could 
used in niy collection, I would not hesitate with a swap, but this entire 
lot would te just merchandise to me. 

As for the prices on my notes, I still think they are under present mar- 
ket prices, the Yorktown $8.00 is a counterfeit and sold as such and 
priced accordingly and the $20.00 Yorktown I am sure is genuine for I 
have checked it v/ith ny uncut sheet and can find not the slightest dif- 
ferences except for natural wear and tear. When Henry Chapman was alive 
he had one price for the twenty, thirty, and forty dollar Yorktowns and 
that was $20.00 each.

Figured that 
things would quiet a little and took at nap but 
they have gottaa worse all afternoon , now three 
PM, power is off, phone off, just a constant 
roar of the wind and pelting of the rain and 
sand is all one cam hear. Windows are so cover- 
ed that you can not see out of them, wind is in 
the neighborhood of eighty miles per hour. It must 
have been bad doim aroxmd Palm Beach with one 
hundred and fifty mile winds. Ocean has been high 
all day but so far haS not damaged oiar sea wall. 

Am crossing my fingers and hoping for the high 
tide tonite to be over. 

Think I will pass up the N.H. sheets. I tidd you 
I had the heavy paper singles but you have six 
sheets with twenty six notes, which at two dol- 
lars is fifty two dollars. Right now I can use 
that to better advantage, even with a trade, much 
as I would like them. Hope you find something 
of interest in the Georgia notes and write when 
you find the time. Hope to mail this tomorrow.

I don*t know what's going on, but for the present it looks as if 
numismatic material is hard to sell, but as you know all too well 
it is either feast or famine in that business and the time for col- 
lectors to do their acquiring is, as I have always said, when a 
series is unpopular and when activity is dull. Of course I have not 
bought anything in view of my wife's rationing program, but I have 
enough duplicates to do a lot of trading,

Dear Eric; 

V/hen I dashed off my last note to you, acknowledging receipt of the re- 
turned notes, I said it v/ould be only a short letter and that I would write 
later. Don’t eve n remember what t said in my letter for I usually make a 
copy so that I don’t repeat myself. What I say today may be all repetition. 

Heaven only knows where the smraer has gone. We have had the coldest Novem- 
ber in the recorded weather history of figytona Beach, almost six degrees 
below average for the entire month. During the month I v;as up in Cleveland 
for a matter of five or six days, running inibt nine Inches of snow, so was 
glad to get back to Florida in spite of the cold weather down here. We at 
least have sunshine own here and I did not see the s\in for over ten min- 
utes at a time the entire t me I was up north. Brother am I glad I live 
where I do. 

Collecting has been very quiet down here. Other than the N.H. itme which 
you traded me, I cam not recall a'^^ding anything in the past four months 
in the Colonial line. I did pick up a very fine lot of early Florida notes 
and a few scattering notes here and there from the same stite, also a 
number of National Bank notes from a couple of banks, all Florida, and that 
has been the extent of ray collecting activities, n^mismatically. I believe 
I commented on the view of St. Louis, on the note in your collection, if 
not, I can appreciate your feelings in Qf«ining such a note and in first 
bringing to lig-.t the fact it was a view of your hom<.tov/n. In the FloiJida 
notes I have recently enquired there are notes on towns which no longer 
exist under the names they had in those days and notes which I have not 
seen in any other collection or find no records of, so like yourself, I, 
am sort of walking on air.

They are still dow'n in the 
pump room. Do you know if he is still interested for if so, I promise I 
will get busy and mail him some? i»«anwhile, let me hear from you when you 
get the time or any time you get anything you tiink might interest me.
